manent system of federal associa- 
tions "to provide mutual thrift in- 
stitutions in which people may 
place their savings and invest their 
funds, 'and in order to provide for 
the financing of homes." 
' These institutions would be in 
the nature of building and loan 
associations, but the bill provides 
they should not be established in 
any community unless the home 
loan bank board feels such com- 
munity "is insufficiently served by 
local thrift and home-financing in- 
stitutions."

Emergency provisions of the bill 
for refinancing existing home mort- 
gages are drafted along the lines 
of the pending agricultural refi- 
nancing measure and are designed 
to save thousands of city home 
owners who are burdened with

A. Home Owners Loan Corpora- 
tion would be created under the fed- 
eral home loan board with a capi- 
talization of $200,000,000 subscribed 
by the federal government.

There it will be ex- 
posed until tomorrow, Good Fri- 
day.Thus Plua XI, on the 1900th 
anniversary of Christ's institution 
of the eucharist, restored to the 
Roman Catholic world one of its 
most picturesque and 
traditional 
ceremonie^. 
The ritual inaugurated the three 
most sacred days of Holy Week. 
It was one of several symbolic 
acts abandoned by Pius' predeces- 
sors through the_ past 63 years. 
He Is reviving them as part of the 
extraordinary holy year program 
he Initiated April 1. 
Surrounded by high dignitaries 


of the church and a few invited 
guests, he first said mass In the 
Sistine Chapel. 
This 
chapel 
Is 
famous for Michael Angelo's fres- 
coes covering the' barrel vaulted 
celling and his "Last Judgment" 
on the altar wall. 
Then, accompanied by the sa- 
cred college of cardinals and a 
uniformed company of noble and 
Swiss guards, he carried the sac- 
rament slowly in procession to the 
Pauline Chalep, where it was cer- 
emoniously uncovered. 
Tomorrow, he will take it back 
to the Sistine Chapel where he 
again will say a special mass. 
The bells of Rome's 400 church- 
es greeted 
Holy Thursday 
this 
morning, but stopped ringing af- 
ter a few minutes to remain si- 
lent 
until Saturday noon. The 
Catholic world Is now mourning 
Christ's passion and death. 
Thousands of pilgrims, Includ- 
ing many Americans, attended ser- 
vices in St. Peter's, where Cardin- 
al Pacelli, high priest, officiated.

Not yel forty at the time of his appointment, Mayor Frank Murphy of 
Detroit, who has been named by President Roosevelt as Governor General 
of the Philippines is an ideal example of the bromide "youth will be 
served." A native of Harbor Beach, Mich., Murphy was graduated from 
the University of Michigan Law School in 1914, after which he studied 
in Lincoln's Inn, London, and at Trinity College, Dublin. With the 
entrance of the United States into the World War, he attended the first 
officers' training camp and was commissioned a first lieutenant. Ha 
served overseas, was promoted to captain and remained in Germany dur- 
ing 1919 with the army of Occupation. In 1920, Murphy returned home 
to civilian life and made his political debut as Chief Aosistant United 
States Attorney for the Eastern District of Michigan. In 1923, at the 
age of thirty, he became Judge of the Recorder's Court of Detroit. In 
this capacity he became widely known for his liberal tendencies on the 
bench.

During his administration as Chief Magistrate 
of the automobile city, Mayor Murphy attracted nation-wide attention 
by his championship of the unemployed, and the relief programs he 
inaugurated for their benefit. In the recent Presidential campaign, while 
Michigan's Democratic leaders were still sticking to the bandwagon of 
Alfred E. Smith, Murphy came out for Roosevelt and played a prominent

ways on an extensive scale 
may appear, at first thought, 
to be a luxury. That it can 
be made an asset, though, 
is evident from a little more 
careful study of the subject. 


The tourist industry is be- 


coming an increasingly im- 
portant item in all states that 
have good roads—and there 
are no states now that do 
not 
have 
some excellent 


highways. Tourists natural- 
ly seek the states and roads 
that have a scenic appeal. 
This has been responsible 
for the 
movement 
to do 


away with billboards. Some 
states are beginning to rec- 
ognize that removal of the 
latter still leaves work to 
be done if the attraction pos- 
sibilities of highways are to 
be realized fully. Planting 
of trees are being advocated 
and the carrying out of oth- 
er beautification projects. 


The most ambitious under- 


taking of this kind has been 
launched in this state. Gut- 
zon Borglum, noted sculp- 
tor, has been made chair- 
man of the Texas highway 
pai'k board, and an elabor- 
ate 
program 
of 
highway 


beautification has been for- 
mulated. Included in the 
program is the planting of 
oleander trees along both 
sides of 
many

CURRENCY 


Free interchange of the 


currencies of Canada 
and 


the United States encount- 
ers some obstacles at, points 
distant from the internation- 
al border, but there seems to 
be nothing to prevent it in 
the border strip. 


Americans cannot be com- 


pelled by their government 
to accept Canadian curren- 
cy, which is not legal ten- 
der in the United States, but 
their government should be 
prevailed upon to approve 
and promote the free inter- 
change of the two curren- 
cies. It would be eminently 
desirable if commercial in- 
terests across the line would 
give their official approval 
to the acceptance of Cana- 
dian currency in the daily 
transactions of business. 


Every argument is on the 


side of free interchange. Un- 
der normal conditions there 
is no difference in the value 
of the two currencies. Most 
of the time the money of the 
dominion is as valuable as 
the corresponding American 
coin or note, and sometimes 
is worth a trifle more. The 
difference 
either 
-\\jay 
is 


very small. For free inter- 
change there is the argu- 
ment that Canadians are in- 
convenienced and humiliat- 
ed when their money is de- 
clined in the United States. 
It is not improbable that the 
United States is losing much 
Canadian business because 
of it. 


It is just as important to 


encourage the interchange 
of money as the interchange 
of citizens, and yet the Unit- 
ed States has devoted its 
efforts to making it easy for 
Canadians to cross the i 
ternational 
line.

Singleton On Stand. 


The defendant took the stand 


in his own behalf, and admitted 
serving a part of a term on a

He said that he was a 
stable sergeant for an armory in 
Dallas for ten years. He told of 
going in company with Rouhtree 
and Ormsby to a point near Pal- 
estine on the morning of Decem- 
ber 31, 1932, after a load of whis- 
key, 
that they secured 10 boxes 


containing 60 gallons of whiskey 
for which they paid $110. He told 
of having trouble with the en- 
gine of the.car and attempts to 
have it repaired at Fairfield, and 
of Harper and 
his 
associates 


coming along side of them as the 
car 
finally 
stopped 
between 


Streetman and 
Fairfield, 
order- 


ing the occupants out of the cars 
and. searching both the men and, 
the cars. 
' 


He said Harper asked him if 


he was not called "Slough" and 
when he replied in the 
affirm- 


ative said, "I hear that you have 
just come back and think that 
you are about 'half tough, but 
I'll bop' your ears with this pis- 
tol if you start any trouble." 


He said that Harper stopped 


him about a mile from the point 
where they were 
hijacked 
and 


asked him profanely why he did 


not keep the disabled car running 
straight. Tells of Shooting. 


Singleton admitted asking the 


filling station attendants 'if they 
had a gun, asserting that 
he 


wanted 
one 
for protection; he 


said that he thought that Harppr 
had gotten the rifle out of the 
other car when it was • searched. 
He then related,the detail of the 
argument 
immediately preceding 


the shooting, and .told of firing 
three shots at Harper and Nix. 
He said' Harper jumped when "he 
shot the first time, and after the 
second shot began to slump; he 
said he fired the third shot at. 
Nix who had started to get out 
of the car. He declared that IIP 
did not use more force than he 
believed 
necessary 
to save 
his 


life. 


Singleton testified that he knew 
Harper's general reputation

feared him, and gave instances 
in which Harper was alleged to 
have committed acts of violence.
